The object appeared about five tires, each lasting about three 
seconds. It was clearly defined against a cloudy backgr-und. To hr. Hawkins it 
appeared to oo on a level with iiicbury Cathedral, which is over 400 feet high, 
and its apparent size was that of a cricket balr at arrs 1 length. He described 
it as looking like a fairground wheel covered with lights. Finally the red glow 
turned to white and the object vanished. Several other people on the sane road 
at the sane' tin ore sail to have seen the UFC.

•W arminster Skywatcli loth-19th Fe bruary 1967♦ 

This mammoth watch of about forty people was organised. by Keith Palmer, our 
Membership Secretary. Junes Thatcher very kindly took me there in his car. It was 
not at Warminster, however, that we saw our first, and in my opinion most conclu¬ 
sive UFO. We were in fact in Hendon, N. London, when everyone in the car (Mr.Vo 
Spiteri and his son were also travelling; with us) noticed a bright orange-golden 
light high in the sky. It hovered motionless for about two seconds, then went out 
without moving. We were travelling in a north-westerly direction, and the object 
was directly in front of us. The time was 10.20am. Hendon, like Warminster, is 
very close to the base-line of Philip Heselton’s Great Isosceles Triangle of leys# 

As we had some time in hand, we decided to vi it the Evorleigh Barrows, near 
the small village of Everleigh (on the Salisbury Plain), on our way. These are 
very important mark-points on the same Base-line (Lo) mentioned above. We found 
them to be an impressive group of tumuli, with a ditch around each. In close 
proximity to them was a large circular depression in the ground of greater diameter 
than any of the barrows, but only about a foot deep, All around this, for some 
reason unknown to us, there were aluminium polos, each with a six pointed aluminium 
star on the top of it. One of the stars that 1 inspected bore the cryptic letters 
"R.L.F. 1964" and an upward-p inking arrow, I have no idea as to what this means. 
One of the barrows which we climbed was covered with empty brass cartridge-cases. 

After seeing these we continued to War..inster, and soon went up to Cradle Hill, 
where most of the watchers 'were by that time. However, very soon after this a high 
wind sprung up and ma.de it almost i possible to pitch our tent. This was followed 
by heavy raid which lasted from them until midnight. The soil was too soft to 
hold the tent pegs, so very soon we were forced back tovthe car. 

However, despite these conditions, some lights in the sky were seen. They 
looked very similar to car headlights on neighbouring hills (of which we saw a 
lot), but appeared to be higher in the sky, and not moving. However, due to the 
extremely bad. observing conditions it is impossible to sa.y whether or not the 
lights were in fact UFOs. 

At midnight the rain stop ed and the sky cleared:.: but no further unusual lights 
were seen. 

Publicity given to the Sky Scouts was well deserved. The watch was announced, on 
3ritain Radio, good, write-urns appeared in _o.vt of the local newspapers and the 
Daily Express and Sun. 

ISS member L. Norman v/as filmed by West, arc: lv using his parabolic-reflector 
whilst other members, under the careful navigation of Secretary K, Rogers in the 
Sunday Telegraph lead car, tried to got underneath one of the UFOs without success. 

Organiser K.Palmer appeared on the BBC Westward Home service concerning tne 
watch on Cradle Hill. As we11 as the witmeseing of what could have been an 
unidentified flying object, members were made acquainted wmtn the nignt sky.
